past several years. 
Kennedy would be superm an if 
he did not m ake m istakes, and the 
chance of the Republican party is 
in taking advantage of those m is­ 
takes. But this calls for intelligen­ 
ce, for stupid opposition will do no 
more than create sym pathy for 
Kennedy. Intelligent opposition im­ 
plies an understanding of what the 
President is trying to do and the 
ability to convince the country 
that he is actually defeating bls 
owns ends. Insinuation of treason 
and softness on communism will 
assuredly re-elect Kennedy. 
The question is, has the Republi­
